In 
actual length the difference is not 
very remarkable, since the Komodo 
monitor does not seem to exceed 
bout offt ‘as compared with about 
Tit. attained by one of the known 
orjental species. But in the latter 
the tail. is prodigiously long, 
whereas in the Komodo. lizard .1t 
is comparatively short Hence the 
bodily bulk of the Komodo lizard 
greatly exceeds that of the other.
